Coming out of the passageway at 22 one notes a long narrow stairway 
at 23 which overlooks the passageway and the street at 2). Immediately 
to the right there is a well-paved street at 25. ‘his street is about 
eight meters wide, tree~lined,and it runs along the enclosure wall. 
Here and there.are two and three-stcry houses, adjacent to the wall. 
Although no houses were noted along the slope next to the wall, there 
were entrances to what were formerly air raid shelters built in the 
hillside. Today , these are probably used for storage purposes. 

buses and streetcars run’on this street and connect 
the residential section of the port to the industrial section in

The huge stairway at 26 has about 160 to 180 steps and eight or nine 
landings. It is well-lighted and leads to the boulevard at 27. The 
latter is divided into four sections, three for pedestrian traffic 
and one for vehicular traffic. Between the sections there are trees. 
The large tree-lined street at 29 leads into the vast square at 28. 
The International Club at 30 is on this street but it also has an 
entrance on the street at 31. The Club is a five-story building 
which is always well-lighted and decorated with huge portraits of 
Lenin, Stalin,and other Communist leaders. The Club has a motion. 
picture auditorium wheres propaganua iiims are shown, several ballrooms, 
a writing room, a reading room,and a bar with ice cream and a 

small orchestra. two or 
three girls came aboard and , in English, invited the personnel on 
liberty to come to the Club, where they would meet many girls. 
Actually, those who wenb to the Club did not find the promised 
Neompanions" but were made to view a motion picture film on the 
achievments of the Five-Year Plan.
